The GOP cha irma n 
replied tha t it is not unusua l for 
a President to wield less influence 
over his pa rty in his second term 
tha n in his first a nd tha t Eisen­ 
hower’s situa tion is “ unique” since 
he is ba rred from seeking a third 
term. 
Alcorn declined to specula te on 
whether Vice President Nix on ha s 
the Republica n presidentia l nohi- 
ina tion for 19 60 “ in the ba g.” He 
sa id tha t through a ll the regiona l 
conferences the effort ha s been to 
concentra te on the 19 58 ca mpa ign.

Opportunity Knocks 


It is not often that opportunity knocks on the 
door more insistently than it is in the case of 
N ebraska’s Fred Seaton, secretary of interior. 
Lasting fame is beckoning tojiim if he follows 
through in his opposition to a fast tax write­ 
off for Hell’s Canyon. But it will take a con­ 
tinuing, bold, courageous struggle on Seaton’s 
part. 
M r. Seaton has been opposed to the fast 
tax write-off for the Idaho Power Com pany' 
COTistructing two sm all dam s on the Snake Riv er 
upstream from Hell’s Canyon. 
Now the Federal Power Commission is on 
record that Uncle Sam stands to lose $8 5^4 
million and incredibly the Idaho Power ‘Company 
stands to gain $339 million through the fast 
tax write-off granted to the priv ate utility by 
the administration. The chief accountant of the 
Federal Power Commission made public the 
estim ate in Washington Friday during a Senate 
anti-trust subcommittee inv estigation. • 
Coupled with Dixon-Yates the Hell’s Canyon 
dev elopment would subsidize the priv ate electric 
industry just short of a half a billion dollars. 
In 1952 there was a lot of talk by Ike and 


his party associates about deep freezes and 
mink coats. This makes the deep freeze and 
the mink coat look like peanuts. 
Not only would the *ltiabo Power Company 
stand to gain $339 million as a result of the 
fast tax write-off, the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion said, but the license for the company to 
construct the three sm all Snake Riv er dam s 
was issued in the belief that they could be 
built in this m anner “ without expense to the 
United States.” 
Here is a dev elopment that should occupy 
the attention of Congress, a dev elopment of far 
greater concern than the Dixon-Yates episode 
which found 
the 
Eisenhower 
adm inistration 
rev ersing itself and cancelling a contract which 
had prev iously been' approv ed upon directiv e 
by the President himself. 
Mr. Seaton could win lasting fame by coming 
to the rescue of the adm inistration of which 
he is a part in this'fantastic tax write-off granted 
to a priv ate utility. If that is an example of the 
Eisenhower partnership program in riv er basm 
dev elopment, the American people, we believ e, 
want nothing of it.

We tend to forget the part which M artha 
pla.v s in our liv es, Roscoe Flem ing writes in the 
Denv er Post. For practical purposes he chooses 
the name M artha for the G reat North American 
Plains, a non-glamour gal by comparison with 
M ary, a grand old nam e which he applies to 
the mountains constituting the Rockies in all 
of their glory a id beauty.

“ We tend to forget that the G reat Plains 
supply most of our liv elihood,” Flem ing writes 
in the Post. “ While the mountains, like M ary, 
sit there and look pretty, it is the workaday 
M artha, the plains, that produte m ast of the 
wealth and income hereabouts. Therefore most 
of our attention should go to 
the fate and the future of the 
plains, so discouraging t h e 
last few years. But it is only 
when M artha, the non-glam­ 
our girl, falls sick, that we really pay any 
attention to her.” M artha hasn’t been feeling 
so well for three years but with Doctor E zra 
Taft Benson serv ing as secretary of agriculture 
M artha’s indisposition has failed to attract any 
attention. We hav en’t the slightest notion how 
long it is going to take Ike, Benson, and other 
m em bers of Ike’s team to pay some attention 
to M artha but she is running a high fev er and 
daily finding it more difficult to perform the 
tasks expected of her. 
★ 
We fear notwithstanding Mr. Flem ing’s con­ 
cern that so long as Benson speaks for agricul­ 
ture in the Eisenhower cabinet M artha will 
be compelled to make the best of her aches 
and pains. She has been forgotten. She may 
produce most of the wealth and the income of 
this region but so far as Washington is con­ 
cerned her efforts are not worthy of notice. 
★ 
Time was when the busy little hen used to 
settle a lot of m atters. “ We are sorry we

crop is not big enough to feed our 400 hens -— 
all we hav e.

doesn’t the gov ernment m ake that class of mail 
pay more instead of less?”

A part from the discussion of the post office 
and the mounting costs of the mail, the letter 
itself is a pretty eloquent story of M artha. True, 
M artha’s illness began as a resuit of drought 
the last year but M artha is feeling the pinch, 
unnoted.

Clearing The Record 


Before science cracked the atom and rose 
to No. 1 position in human esteem it had a 
hard time getting public attention and a harder 
tim e carm ng enough for a square meal. Per- 
tiaps this is why long ago it cam e out with 
auch dreadful pictures of primitiv e man. After 
anthropologists examined primev al bone frag­ 
m ents Hiey drew a picture of their conception 
(rf Homo Neanderthalensis and made it clear 
that he was no one to inv ite in for a spot of tea 
or an afternoon of cham ber music. He had a 
sloping forehead, fanglike teeth, wild and wiry 
hair (no tonics in those days), a bad complexion, 
a worse tem per and he walked with his knuckles 
dragging the ground. 
Now we are glad to report that the anthro­ 
pologists are on sound enough public ground 
that they can afford to correct that picture. 
The N eanderthal man, they now say, cut a fine 
figure, walked as sm artly as a drill sergeant, 
went around doing good as best he knew how 
and although he had less things to be confused 
about thia war. no sign that he was any less ccm- 
fused than the present day man. 


It was prev iously held by the late Rep. Charles 
Stedman of North Carolina who died in office 
at the age of 8 9 years and 258 days. Sen. Green 
has already added sev eral days to that m ark 
and in his present v igor'he is apt to add not 
xinly months but years to it.- Ev eryone hopes 
that he does. 


Actually, 
while longev ity 
is 
a 
m atter 
of 
widespread interest, its importance is more 
or less that which Sen. Green described it to 
be. He said: 


“ Age itself is nothing to be proud of. A 
long life span is no more than an opportunity.” 
We judge from that he will not be carried 
away by the thought of being the new record 
holder. 


But the senator, perhaps, was a little too 
modest. Actually he has had a long and fruitful 
career in public life. Born a decade after the 
w ar between the states he had time to am ass 
a fortune, to become a scholar and a world- 
trav eler before he turned it ail to good public 
use. He serv ed a term in Congress starting in 
1907. He has been in the Senate continuously 
smce 1937. 


Adv ancing age did not curb his progressiv e 
spirit. At 67 he was an ardent supporter of 
the New Deal. Later he was one of thq few 
who foresaw World War II and worked hard 
for rearm am ent. Since the w ar he has been 
an abiding supporter of the Unil-;d Nations and 
one who feels that the atomic age will bring 
destruction only if humankind retreats from its 
challenge. 


A partisan such as Sen. Green attracts the 
criticism of those who feel strongly to the 
contrary, but all will agree that he has been 
both an optimistic and confident Am erican, 
more right than wrong. While he dism isses 
longev ity with a wav e of the hand his ú se 
of 
it is one of the most conv incing argum ents for 
it. 


Chorfcellor's View 


Chancellw Konrad Adenauer has finished his. 
talks with President Eisenhower and he m ade 
two points quite clear. He does not think that 
Germany should be considered as trading stock 
in any general disarm am ent negotiations. He is 
ready to prov ide dependable guarantees of a 
non-military G erm any in ev ent of negotiations 
for the reunification of Germany. 


There is sense in’ what the v enerable chan­ 
cellor has to say about disarm am ent. He point­ 
ed out that it was prim arily a m atter between 
United States and Russia which are the world’s 
two most forceful powers, antagonistic to each 
other, and the two great factors in ov erarm a­ 
ment. Little could be gained by applying stric­ 
tures to unarm ed West Germ any or to ofher 
powers which are only in the arm am ent race by 
v irtue of the ov trflow of arm s from United 
States and Russia. But inev itably any considera­ 
tion of a unified Germ any brings up the m atter 


of such a country as a future war factor. We 


take it that he means West Germ any is pre­ 


pared to go along with a future international 


assignment, a s ' a price for reunification, that 


will satisfy both the E ast and the West, if such 


an arrangem ent is possible.

MONTREAL — Within a w eek, 
some six million Canadians scat­ 
tered across this broad land will 
go to the polls in a national elec­ 
tion that has caused scarcely a 
ripple of interest. 


The farm ers on tho prairies are 
unhappy‘because they are not shar­ 
ing in Canada’s high prosperity. 
You hear some grumbling because 
housing has not got going in suf­ 
ficient v olume. This is put down 
as one consequence of the Cana­ 
dian 
policy of tight 
money in­ 
tended, as in the United States, 
to hold down prices. 


There are, in short, the fam iliar 
gripes of a democracy in the full 
tide of the great mid-century ex­ 
pansion that is taking place. G reat 
new mining, industrial, oil and oth­ 
er enterprises hav e been opened 
up since the end of the war. Cana­ 
da’s birth rate during the past 
decade has been higher than that 
of the United States, 
Japan 
or 
China. 


Yet beneath the calm surface is 
a current of discontent that sub­ 
stantially reduces the strength of 
the Liberal gov ernment in power 
for 22 years — so long that some 
Conserv ativ e candidates hav e ap­ 
propriated the “ time for a change” 
them e the Republicans used so ef­ 
fectiv ely after the D em ocrats had 
been in power for 20 years in Wash­ 
ington. While no one really ex­ 
pects this to happen, it could ev en 
dislodge that gov ernment. 
The 
discontent 
arises 
in 
no 
small part from the problems that 
grow out of liv ing alongside a 
neighbor so v astly rich and pow­ 
erful as the United States. Not by 
the wildest stretch of the im agina­ 
tion could one Imagine a mob in 
Ottawa sacking the United States 
em bassy 
and tearing down 
the 
American flag. But in its sober 
and restrained fashion, the discon­ 
tent here is related to the fury of 
the Chinese mob on Form osa.

They rem em ­ 
bered the pledge of Willkie and

But in Lidice, 111., he found that 
rem inder serv ing as a baseball 
backstop. Around its base

not w reaths, but cigarette butts 
and waste paper. 
And the youngsters who stepped 
up to bat had no idea that a few 
feet away stood a monument to 
173 heroes — heroes who were 
shot so that youngsters far away

The im portance of what Lincoln 
citizens did back in May of 1953 
when they approv ed an $8 .5 mil­ 
lion water bond issue is borne out 
in today’s figures on w ater de­ 
partm ent customers. 


From just the sum m er of 1955 to 
the present time, the num ber of 
w ater custom ers has increased by 
some 2,300 persons, bringing the 
current 
total 
to 33,015 
custom­ 
ers. The plight the city would hav e 
been in without the improv ement 
program of the past three 
and 
one'half years is a iearful thing 
to think of. 
The 1953 w ater departm ent ca­ 
pacity of 32 million galloni of wa­ 
ter per day would be only a drop 
in the bucket com pared to de­ 
m ands expected this sum m er and 
actually experienced the past two 
sum m ers. With a capacity now 
of 48 million gallons per day, the 
fears of high demands are great­ 
ly reduced. 


Unfortunately, it 
will 
be 
the 
.summer of 1958 before the fears 
are completely eliminated. By that 
time, the total 
water 
program , 
costing in excess of $9 million, 
will hav e been completed and Lin­ 
coln will enjoy a supply of up to 
72 million gallons of water per 
day. That will be a thing of pride 
for Lincoln and a time for cele­ 
bration—a time when the m o s t 
essential of all gov ernment serv ­ 
ices, can be offered in quantity 
as well as quality to homes, busi­ 
ness and industry. 


With a new 
budget 
year 
ap­ 
proaching, It might be well for 


the City Council to ponder a great­ 
er em phasis on what could be a 
v ery v ital and most im portant part 
of city gov ernment—the city plan­ 
ning departm ent. What the city of 
Lincoln will be 20 or 30 years from 
now is going to depend to a large 
degree on one single thing, plan­ 
ning.

Sec­ 
ondly, the city has failed to use 
what is there to its best adv antage. 
The planning departm ent should 
actually hav e* a m ajor v oice in 
practically all affairs of the city.

should 
be 
planned out and entered into with­ 
out the activ e participation, from 
the beginning, of the planning de- 
partm ent. 
The city’s position on legislation 
such as urban renewal, iiKlustrial 
expansion and ev en laws dealing 
with taxation .should stem from 
adv ice and recommendation from 
the planning departm ent. Through 
planning, there should be a close 
liaison 
with 
the school 
district, 
county and state. 
There is ar im portant place for 
planning in 
the utility field, in 
parks, in sewer work, in physical 
plant expansion and many other 
phases of local gov ernment. Ob­ 
v iously this cannot be done under 
the 
exi.'-ting 
organization 
which 
beasts of one full-time planning 
engineer, one secretary and one 
part-time a.ssistant planner. To do 
the planning job that will pay big 
div idends 
in 
the 
years 
ahead 
is going to require two thing.s — 
m^re recognition of and depend­ 
ence on planning and more per­ 
sonnel. 
Daily across the natKWi, cities are 
spending fortunes correcting the 
mistakes that hav e been made m 
the past and trying to elim inate 
them for the future. Lincoln can 
profit by the.se mistakes if it will 
lock, as It can with planning, to- 
wa.-d the results in 20 years of 
what IS being done today.

Listen if you will to statistics 
about national prosperity and to 
the ballyhoo of secretaries of cham ­ 
bers of com merce but the sm all 
farm ers and people of the v illages 
and towns do not believ e a word 
of it. The storekeepers univ ersally 
say business is slow, the farm m a­ 
chinery men and. the lumber deal­ 
ers hav e next to no business, there 
are no automobiles being bought.

£x-Red Earl Browder Says Khrushchev 'Made Me Think Of Charlie Wilson' 


NEW YORK (IN S)-E arl Bro w­ 
der, who o nce bo ssed 100,000 Amer­ 
ican Co mmu nists, said S u n d a y 
night that altho u gh the U.S. might 
beco me so cialistic, it wo u ld still 
be “essentially demo cratic.” 
The 66-y ear-o ld fo rmer Co mmu ­ 
nist made his predictio n o n the 
ABC telev isio n sho w, “The Mike 
W allace Interv iew,” when asked 
« bo u t a statement o f So v iet party 
chief Nikita S. Khru shchev . 
He said later, with a grin, that 
Khru shchev reminded him o f a 
“ to u gh” 
and 
“ v ery 
able” 
bu t 
“ limited” American co rpo ratio n 
ex ecu tiv e who had “co me u p fro m 
the bo tto m.” and added, “he made 
me think o f Charlie Wilso n.” 
Charles E, Wilso n is secretary o f 
defense and fo rmer head o f Gen­ 
eral Mo to rs. 
When interv iewer Wallace said 


that WilsMJ might no t appreciate 
the 
co mpariso n, 
Bro wder 
ans­ 
wered, *T’m speaking o f the gen­ 
eral ty pe o f character.” 
Different 
Khru shchev had said in a filmed 
interv iew which was telev ised Su n­ 
day that America wo u id be so cial­ 
istic within i» o generatio ns. Bro w­ 
der said that if Khru shchev was 
right in his predictio n, the so cial­ 
ism wo u ld be different fro m so cial­ 
ism “ as he kno ws and u nderstands 
it.” 
He stated “ I can’t po ssibly fo re­ 
see 
any 
fu tu re” 
so cialism 
in 
America that is no t essentially 
demo cratic. 
Bro wder was fo r 25 y ears a 
member o f the Co mmu nist party , 
and fo r 15 y ears its head m the 
United States. He was kicked o u t 
o f the party in the mid-19 40’s lo r 
try ing to co ntinu e the o rganizatio n 


as a po litical asso ciatio n—as it had 
been du ring the war—rather than 
^reco nstitu ting it as a party . 
He has said being kicked o u t o f 
the party was the “ best thing that 
ev er happened to me.” He sUll 
liv es in the Yo nkers, N. Y., apart­ 
ment he has o ccu pied fo r M y ears, 
and no w deriv es his inco me fro m 
so cial secu rity , writing and fro m 
help fro m his three “no n-po litical” 
mathematician so ns. 
Twisted 
White-haired, with his mo u th 
still twisted in the manner kno wn 
to tho u sands du ring his hey day , 
'he said he believ es there is a 
great po tential “fo r the fu tu re” 
in relax atio n o f internatio nal ten­ 
sio ns. He believ es Khru shchev is 
“try ing co do a jo b in the direc­ 
tio n o f relax ing tensio ns o f t h e 
wo rld.” 
He po inted o u t that Khru shchev 


in the interv iew telev ised Su nday 
predicted the Hu ngarian pu ppet 
regime headed by Jano s Kadar 
wo u ld liv e fo r ages, and he likened 
that predictio n to the o ne made by 
Ado lf Hitler fo r his Third Reich. 
Bro wder said that mo st mem­ 
bers o f the American Co mmu rist 


party “ wo u ld hav e go tten o u t o f 
the party y ears ago if it hadn’t 
been fo r the go v ernment’s pres­ 
su re. . 
He said the U.S. go v ernment J 
sho u ld take a po sitio n similar to i 
that o f the French and Italian | 
go v ernments with reference to in- > 


temal Co mmu nism. 
Bro wder denied he had e v e r 
been inv o lv ed in any co nspiracies 
against the go v ernment, and said 
that if war came between the 
U.S. and the So v iet Unio n, his 
sy mpathies wo u ld lie, “here,” in 
the U.S.A.
